This very evident tendency to light-
er weight and greater economy is es-
pecially gratifyir.tr to Templar Motorc
Corporation, of Cleveland, because of
its pioneer deveiopment of the light¬
weight Templar models which are a
feature exhibit of the show.
Years ago Templar sensed the grow-

ing deniand for car: of lighter weight
and greater economy. Some manufac
turers made the mistake of securing
light weight but at sacrifice of those
equally desirable qualitie3 of strength
and durability.

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Industry to Come
Back This Year
AsItDidinl913i

E. W. Hurd Compares Recent
Readjustment to Si'ualion
in Car Trade Beforc War;
Foresees a Record Season

Once before the automobile industry
of the United States was doalt a stag-
gering blow, took it, recovered, and
then came back strongcr#in distribu-
tion, finances and manufacturing, and
it will do the. same in 1921, only on a

bigger scale, believes E. W, Hurd, sales
manager of the Premier Motor Corpora-
tion, of Indianapolis.

"ln 1913, the months from July on
untu December, witnessed the curtailed
production of motor cars, many plants
were idle, sales organizations were
unable to move the stock on hand and
,the retailers were greeted by a non-
buying public," says Mr. Hurd. "Yet
during the year 1914 the number of
automobiles in use in.the United States
waR 26 per cent greater than the total
for 1913, the slack year. Statistics
compiled at the Premier nlant showthat in 1913 there were 1,007,513 auto¬mobiles in operation during that year,and in 1914 the number mounted to
1,253,034, a gain of 245,521 cars, or
2i> per cprit.

"In Indiana the comehack of the au¬
tomobile industry in 1011 was p.v»n
greater, the automobile registration inthe Hoosier state in 1913 being 17,001,while in the next year th« registra¬tion jumped to 66.410, a gain of 41
per een:. This gain is typical of manystates and indicative of the generalgain of 26 per cent over the entive
forty-eight states. And since the 1911
comeback the registration of motor
cars in use has increased eight time«.
"The 1911 comeback is indicative of

the 1921 retiim of the industry. Few
industries in the United States havc re¬
covered and marched forward as qhick-
ly as that of the automobile. Retail

.sales should return to normal parly in
the year. because by that time the
publir will have rpalized that the nrice
level has been reached again on the
lower ba = is and consequently there
will be more willingness to bv.y.Spring demand for automobiles probably will ernrn" the retail division to
get on its feer and start off anew. ln
the falling market few persons would
buy their automobiles, hoping that bv
spring the prices would be rlower.When the buyers see that. the pri-e is
stabilized, then there will be little
hesHancy on their part.
"Business rapidly is reaching a so!H

ground, and thi; will resuit in new
capital. Indications point to a resump-lion of business early thi- year. There
will be a well balanced labor situation.

"In the 1913 crisis conditions were
3omewhat similar to 'h» 1920 situation,
and when thc other side of the hil!
was reached the automobile plants were
busy everv available hour producing
cars to meet the demnnds."
